There you could insert a nickle 
in the slot and either kiss it good­ 
bye or w in a free game or two, 
etcetera, or have your favorite 
orchestra play your favorite tune. 
B ut not today. 
Ordinance No. 149 w ent into 
effect yesterday. 


FEES ARE UPPED 


O rdinance No. 149, adopted by 
city council a m onth ago estab ­ 
lishes a series of fees and license 
charges for coin machines, from 
$12 per year for m achines ven d ­ 
ing food, beverages 
or giving 
you your approxim ate 
w eight, 
$25 per year for other vending 
machines, $50 for phonographs 
and $100 per year for all others. 
It was under heavy fire 
w hile 
being considered but was ad o p t­ 
ed to give it a trial. 
W ednesday, the day before the 
ordinance w ent into effect, 
a 
truck came into tow n and loaded 
most of the m arble games on it 
and took them to storage. O thers, 
not hauled away,

Springs high school has been un­ 
derway for the past three weeks. 
Eighth grade graduates register­ 
ed Wednesday, May 3, for the 
coming year. The high 
school 
students will be given an oppor­ 
tunity to pre-register Friday, May 
19.Pre-registration blanks, signed 
by students and parents, are used 
as basis for setting up teachers’ 
programs for next year. 
Mixed chorus will be introduced 
into the high school next year 
by Mr. Alexander Hammond, a 
new member of the faculty. U. 
S. History will be a full-year 
course and World History will be 
required of students in order to 
graduate. 
Graduation in three and half 
years will be practically impos­ 
sible unless the student attem pt­ 
ing to do so has a high academic 
standing or attends summer 
school. 
Subjects and credit require­ 
ments for graduation have been 
adopted by the Board of Trus­ 
tees as follows: 
1. Students normal load to be 
considered 4 subjects plus P.E. 
2. Students may take 5 sub­ 
jects plus P.E. so long as they 
maintain at least “C” grades in 
all subjects. 
3. Two hundred semester cred­ 
its are required for graduation, 
including 40 semester credits for 
physical education. 
4. Students will not be per­ 
mitted to graduate in less than 
eight semesters of high school 
work unless they have m aintain­ 
ed a grade point average of at 
least “2”. 
5. Basic requirements for grad­ 
uation from Palm Springs high 
school will be: Three years of i 
regular academic English; 
one! 
year of World History; one year ' 
of U. S. History and one semes-1 
ter of Civics; one year of high ; 
school mathematics; one year of 
biology, physical science, home- 
making, physics, or chemistry; 
and four years of physical edu­ 
cation. 
6. Students may not present 
more than 40 semester periods in 
music, art, shop or homemaking, 
not more than 20 semester periods 
in mechanical drawing, and not 
more than 10 semester periods 
in office or library practice. 
“These regulations will become 
effective when the new school 
year begins September 18, 1944, 
and will apply thereafter in their 
entirety to all students except 
those who will graduate on or 
before May, 1945,”
